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THE NEEDS OF COUNTIES 


Back jn 1848, when Wisconsin was 


emerging from the status of a frontier 
province of a youthful republic, the foun- 
ders of the stale adopted the state con- 
stitution. One section of that document, 
which has served us well over nearly 100 
years, prescribes that the legislature shall 
establish but one system of town and 
county government which "shall be as 
nearly uniform as practicable." 


That constitutional provision has re- 


sulted in a limitation of County adminis- 
tration in the state to the county board 
system. Despite the fact that before 1848 
there were other forms of government 
used in Wisconsin counties, and despite 


• 
the fact that modern conditions elsewhere 
in the United States have led to the adopt- 
tion of newer plans—the commission and 
manager forms among them—in Wis- 
consin the people are prohibited from 
adopting newer methods, held to the old- 


' 
fashioned county board system, whether 
they want it, or whether it fits the pecu- 
liar needs of their own localities. 


This is not to say that the county 


board system of county management is 
not a good one in many counties. It is 
merely to suggest that conditions have 
changed so significantly in Wisconsin in 
the last century that in some localities 
other forms of administration may be 
more practicable and economical. 
The 


suggestion is made at this time because 
the 1939 legislature adopted a resolution 
sponsored by Assemblyman Daugs putting 
into motion the machinery for a change 
in the constitution which will allow resi- 
dents of a county to choose the form of 
government which they, feel best suits 
their needs. 


Alter the 1941 legislature and the peo- 


ple in a referendum election, approve that 
legislation, the constitution will be amend- 
ed to make the form of administration in 
the counties optional, elastic enough to 
meet changing local demands. 


Consider the factors which support the 


Daugs idea. 


As the author observed, it is a fine 


question whether it is "practicable" to in- 
fist in the constitution that Adams coun- 
ty, with only 8,000 people and a little over 
six million dollars of assessed valuation, 
should maintain a board of supervisors 
consisting of 20 members, while Milwau- 
kee county, with 65 times as many peo- 
ple, and a valuation of more than a bil- 
lion dollars, gets along with an equal 
number of county supervisors. 


Nor is it practicable to suggest that 


Dane county shall have a county board 
rivalling the state assembly in size—with 


% more than 80 members it is probably the 


biggest county legislative body in the' 
country—while the metropolitan Milwau- 
kee board with greater responsibilities 
functions satisfactorily with a quarter of 
that number. 


Wisconsin counties vary tremendously 


in their population, density, land uses, 
economic devSopment, wealth, tax bases. 
There is no more reason for having a su- 
pervisor for every 1,000 people in a rural 
county nowadays than there is for that pro- 
portion of representation in a neighbor 
county with urban patterns. 


The Daugs resolution would 
make 


available to the people of the state a num- 
ber of forms of county administration, for 
their choice. It would 
not compel a 


change, but merely make possible changes 
where changes are necessary or advis- 
able. 


And more significantly, it would also 


remove the constitutional prohibition of 
consolidation of existing county offices 
where the need for them has been out- 
grown. One of the first methods of redu- 
cing the tax loads of the poor counties 
should be the reduction in overhead ex- 
pense, now impossible in some important 
instances because of constitutional provi- 
sions for the election of specific officers in 
all counties. Some of those offices could 
be put on an appointive basis, some con- 
solidated with others to save money, still 
others eliminated entirely. Amending the 
constitution is a long and difficult proc- 
ess, and properly so. The Daugs resolu- 
tion, however, will merit the thoughtful 
study, and the approval, of the voters 
when it comes before them, and of the 
legislature at its next session. 


THE PROMISED LAND 


General R&ael Truijillo, known as the 


"strong man" of the Dominican republic 
for the last 10 years, is receiving the 
blessings of hundreds of persont he hai 


never seen and who never heard of him 
until recently. 


General Truijillo has made • donation 


that may lead to the settlement of as many 
as 100,000 persecuted European refugees 
within the republic. 
With ratification of 


the plan by the Dominican senate and 
chamber of deputies and with the first 
tract of land available, the project can 
now be speeded to admit the first refugees 
•within a few weeks. 


Unlike areas offered in one or two oth- 


er instances of proposed refugee settle- 
ment, the 26,000-acre tract General Trui- 
jillo has designated is no arid stretch that 
no one wants and on which the refugees 
would starve. It is located on the Atlantic 
coast ar.d is described as having "a long 
ocean front, including a superb beach. 
About 100 feet from the water rise low 
coral cliffs, and behind these a meadow 
land dotted with mango trees and palms. 
. . . There are 5,000 acres of pasture and 
10,000 acres of timber." A water supply, 
electricity, telephone connections and a 
number of dwellings are already avail- 
able. 


The contract which has been ratified 


helps to make the way of the refugee easy 
by granting exemption from immigration 
taxes, free entry for furniture and personal 
belongings, exemption from land taxes, 
freedom from persecution and discrim- 
ination. 


The soil on the tract is said to be fer- 


tile and suitable for the refugees to make 
a good living by growing corn, sweet 
potatoes, beans and tomatoes, and by rais- 
ing poultry and cattle. 


After months of abuse, privation and 


wandering about like hunted animals, or 
of living m dread that the next knock at 
their door would mean their eviction, the 
refugees fortunate enough to be selected 
for the Dominican settlement will regard 
it as a paradise on earth. The little re- 
public is setting an example in compas- 
sion that might well be followed else- 
where in the world.

HITLER REVEALS ALL 


Herr Hitler merits a reward for his 


speech of last week. 


With brutal candor he buried democ- 


racy and drew aside the curtain that the 
world might see his legions marching 
against capitalism. 


Democracy and capitalism are twin 


imps of hell. The Fuehrer says he carries 
the pure white banner of the Lord. 


Democracy in fact is generous free- 


dom. Totalitarianism is, to put it mildly, 
a restriction upon liberty. 


So, in order for the world to be truly 


rid of the tentacles of capitalism it must 
first destroy liberty. Here is certainly a 
paradox with the result that there can be 
no earthly happiness in freedom just as 
there can be no freedom without cap- 
italism. 


The reason why democracy must be 


shooed back to hell from whence it came 
is that it makes men free and when they 
are free they -destroy themselves. Ac- 
cording to Hitler men most need masters. 
They will be happier when driven. Such 
is certainly the Nazi thesis.

Washington—That secret 
Dies 
committee 


meeting last Monday did not consider new in- 
vestigational plans as announced by Chairman 
Dies. What actually took place was a fight to 
fire J. B. ("DOc") Matthews, the committee's so- 
called "Communism expert." 


The effort came within one vote of succeeding. 


Matthews was saved only by the slim margin of 
4 to 3. 


The dismissal motion was made by Represen- 


tative John J. Dempsey, silver-haired New 
Mexican, who has long been opposed to Mat- 
thews' employment. Supporting Dempsey were 
his two liberal colleagues, Representatives Jo- 
seph Casey of Massachusetts and Jerry Voorhis 
Of California. Voting with Dies, who hired Mat- 
thews and has been his chief backer, was the 
fourth Democrat, Joe Starnes of Alabama, and 
the two Republican members Noah Mason of 
Illinois and J. Parnell Thomas of New Jersey. 


Dempsey's move provoked a heated clash. In 


demanding Matthews' ouster, Dempsey charged 
the investigator with bringing the committee in- 
to disrepute by his "radical background" and 
his "passion for grinding personal axes." 


As an instance of this he cited Matthews' re- 


port on alleged Red influence in consumer or- 
ganizations. This report, issued last December 
from Dies' home in Orange, Tex., without the 
knowledge or consent of the full committee, 
vigorously assailed the Consumers Union. 


"I hold no brief for this organization," Demp- 


sey asserted, "but it happens that it is a com- 
petitor of Consumers Research, in which Mat- 
thews has a large financial interest. But he 
didn't mention Consumers Research in his re- 
port while he attacked Consumers Union and 
other consumer groups." 


Dies militantly rusheJ to the defense. 
"I know Matthews is a former radical," he 


shouted, "but that doesn't alter the fact that he 
has been very valuable to us in exposing the 
inner workings of the Communist movement." 


"If that is so," broke in Casey, "then let's 


keep him in that role. I have no objection to 
keeping him on our payroll as long as he re- 
mains in the job we hired him for—an informer. 
But I strongly object to his acting as the princi- 
pal investigator of the committee, asking ques- 
tions of witnesses and issuing reports he has no 
authority to put out." 


Undaunted by the rejection of his dismissal 


motion, Dempsey offered another to slash Mat- 
thews' salary, upped from $3600 to $6000 by 
Dies, to $4800. But again Matthews was saved 
by one vote—4 to 3.

Representatives

10 northeastern 


states meeting in New York the other 
day began the groundwork for a program 
of highway rule uniformity which might 
well be taken up throughout the entire 
country.

drivers with a conglomerate variety of 
regulations. 
With existing differences in 


speed laws, rules of the road, methods of 
sign-posting and other matters, drivers 
have additional worries every time they 
cross a state line. 


Although such things as speed laws 


are individual problems for each state the 
northeastern representatives contend that 
much of the confusion can be eliminated 
by the adoption of speed zones. The meet- 
ing also urged the adoption of uniform 
regulations for hours of service for the 
drivers of commercial vehicles, and uni- 
formity of regulation as to the permissable 
weights and dimensions of trucks. 


Roadside reflectors were endorsed as 


effective safety devices, and further study 
of compulsory insurance and the economy 
of permanent license plates was recom- 
mended.

Barlow, head of the state depart- 
ment of taxation, reminded income 
taxpayers today of a new rule ol 
the department which pro%*ides that j ^'ortn 
only those persons whose incomes 
are taxable, or which exceed $5,000 
a year, are required to file returns 
to the assessor of incomes this year. 


In an effort to weed out the huge 


volume 
of non-revenup 
returns 


which annually flood the district 
offices of the tax commission, Bar- 
low this year ruled that if a person 
is not subject to the state income 
tax law he is not required to file 
a return. However, in order to be 
in a position to examine all busi- 
ness returns, the department re- 
quires that anyone who has enjoy- 
ed gross income of more than $5,000 
during the year must file a return, 
whether his net income is taxable 
or not. 


Reduce Returns 


The result of this policy will be 


to reduce the total number of re- 
turns, Barlow believes, from about 
500,000 to about 300,000. 


Normally only about 200,000 re- 


turns are revenue-producing. The 
balance aie exempted from pay- 
ments, either because of low in- 
comes, or personal exemptions and 
deductible items allowed by law. 


By auditing information received 


from employers, Barlow expects 
that his auditing staff will be able 
to check all personal income tax- 
payers, even if they do not file a 
return according to the new rule, 
and thus prevent tax evasion. 


It costs the state and the counties 


about 50 cents for each tax return 
filed, whether it is accompanied by 
a payment or not, he said.

After the Little Corporal lost his 


power, France was able to count 
the cost. Hundreds of thousands of 
French soldiers had died on the 
battlefield, and this meant weak- 
ness for the nation during many 
years which followed. 


One of these days I may tell the 


story of the Lost Dauphin, who 
might have ruled France had it not 
been for the Revolution. He has 
been 
called 
King 
Louis 
XVII, 


though he never had real power. 
His uncle, Louis XVIII, took the 
throne following Napoleon's down- 
fall. 
The uncle was a brother of 


the king who died in the French 
Revolution. 


France was a kingdom for 33 


years after Waterloo, then became 
a republic for four years. From a 
republic it was changed to an em- 
pire once more, under the rule of 
Napoleon III. This Napoleon was 
a nephew of Bonaparte. 


While Napoleon III was emperor, 


France had a war with Prussia and 
the other German states which had 
banded with Prussia. In less than 
a year Paris was captured. France 
was forced to pay the Germans 
what seemed in those days a great 
sum of money—$1,000.000,000. The 
amount was paid in full in three 
years. France also handed Alsace- 
Lorraine over to Germany. 


The loss of the 
war 
brought 


about the Third Republic in France. 
That republic has lasted to the 
present time. 


In 1914 another war broke out 


in Europe. It came to be known 
as the World war, and France was 
only one of many nations which 
took part in it. 


For more than four years the 


French fought German troops. The i 
borders 
of France were crossed, 
; 


and hundreds of cities and villages 
in northern France were destroyed, | 
in whole or in part. 


France was on the -"winning" 


side, but it was a sad war for her. 
as for other nations. More than 
a million Frenchmen were killed. | 
and t h e country was left loaded 
down with debt. 


There was hope that the World 


war would be the last which would ! 
spread horror over Europe. Many j 
persons believe there could nave 
been 
lasting peace if there had i 


been a strong League of Nations, • 
and an end of tariff taxes in Eu- j 
rope. As it has turned out, France 
is fighting once more, and Europe 
trembles with the fear of worse 
battles to «omc.
